Fierce heat which prevailed over the 
great interior valleys of the country 
through July and early August resulted 
in disaster to crops, but prices have ad- 
vanced so much in consequence of the 
great shortage that the net results 
to the farmers who have had a surplus 
to sell have been greater than the re- 
sults of the large production of pre- 
ceding years. 

The wheat trop escaped damage from 
the great drought, excepting in portions 
of the spring-wheat region, and the 
crop yield was the largest, with one ex- 
ception, ever produced in this country. 
Taking into account the enormous pro- 
duction of Canada, including North- 
west British America, the surplus for 
North exceeds all

prices has been very satisfactory. 
There has been an export movement 
in wheat unparalleled, and in the first 
four months of the crop year the ex- 
ports from America have been in ex- 
cess of last year by 50,000,000 bushels, 
and have been at the enormous rate of 
about 270,000,000 bushels per year.
